Bier ew authority of an Order in Coun- 
cil dated the 22nd day of November, 
1888, leases of School Lands in the North- 
West Territories will be issued for hay eut- 
ting purposes, subject to the following con- 
ditions :— 

The lease shall be for aterm not exceedind 
five years, and shall be revokable at any 
time during its currency on one year's notice 
being given to the lessee, who shall not be 
entitled to compensation for any improve- 
ments made by Man 

A lease shall not issue to any person for 
more than a section, or for less than a quar- 
ter-section. 

Where there is onlv one applicant for the 
lease of a school-section or part of the same, 
the rental shall be at the rate of 25 cents 
per acre per annum, but where there is more 
than one applicant for such lease it shall be 
put up for tender at an npset rental of 25 
cents per acre.
